was greeted with cheers. 
While much 


anxiety prevails as to events that led up 
to the evacuation of Glencoe the fact 
that White is forcing his way through 
to Yule;s relief is regarded as a distinct 
achievement.

FOE IN RUSSIA 


CZAR SAID TO. BE READY TO 


STRIKE A SUDDEN BLOW. 


Significance of the British War Prepa- 


rations—Belief 
That 
Before the 


Boer War is Ended the Bear Will 
Occupy Herat—John Bull Has an 
.Agreement with Germany. 
London, Oct. 24—The sailing of the 


channel nquadron today for Gibraltar is 
now regarded by keenest observers as an 
indication that some unexpected attack 
upon British interests is possible. The 
magnitude of the preparations for war, 
which are out of all proportion to the 
requirements of the military situation, 
can only be adequately explained on the 
theory that tho government has suspect- 
ed that some great power -would be 
tempted to seize the opportunity for 
striking a sudden blow or carrying out 
a deeply cherished policy. 


The quarter from which an attack of 


this kind may come is unmistakable 
The Kussian Press has been licensed to 
criticise English policy in south Africa 
in a most acrid way, and the rumor' 
that Herat may be occupied is already 
in the air. 


British commercial interests in Persia 


are so large that a Eussian seizure :of a 
commanding position in western Afgann- 
istan would be a serious stroke, aimed 
directly against free trade. 


That seems a more likely menance 


than the forcing of the Dardanelles bv 
the Eussian Black Sea fleet. 


The movement of a powerful French 


fleet to the Levnnt coincides with the 
rumor that a Eussian advance may be 
resumed in Asia while England is pre- 
occupied with the war in south Africa. 


It also fits in with the explanation of 


the secret agreement between England 
and Germany, already referred to in 
previous dispatches. 
This was that 


England in return for a free hand in 
South Africa in settling tho Transvaal 
question had .agreed not to make any 
hostile use of her flent if the German 
emperor were to decide to follow up his 
visit to Jerusalem with a serious attempt 
.to colonize any portion of Asia Minor 
and bring it under German influence. 


England and Germany are on most 


cordial terms and the emperor's visit 
next month is plain indication that for 
practical reasons he is reconciled to the 
policy which enables the British govern- 
ment to reconstruct the Dutch republics 
and bring them under [he crown auth- 
ority.

England and Germany are acting to^. 


gather in the Satnoan negotiations, but 
not to the disadvantage of America. In- 
deed, German policy, is now directed 
toward the establishment of most cor- 
dial relations with. America,, as well as 
England. Ex-President Harrison, who 
with his wife, dined last-night at the 
House of Commons with Arthur J. Bal- 
four to meet the leaders ot the English 
public life, would, be a good witness on' 
this point,.for he was entertained by'the 
emperor at Potsdam and by the German 
chancellor in Berlin.

Report of British Defeat in Second 


Battle of Glencoe. 


GEN. .YULE HAS MOVED BACK. 


Hl» Force Concentrated Now at Gler.coe 


Junction—Tne Wounded Left at 
Dun- 


dee—Great Britain 
Expects Attack 


from a ITorelffn Power. '

Cape Town, Oct. 24.—News has been 


received from Dundee to the effect that 
the Boer disaster at Elandslaagte stag- 
gered the Boers completely, rendering 
the attack upon Dundee feeble. There- 
fore there is no cause for anxiety. 


London, Oct. 24.—The 
position of 


Gen. Yule at Glencoe is most mysteri- 
ous, and is causing considerable anx- 
iety, -which is not allayed 
by Lord 


Wolesley's summary of the situation 
read in the house of commons to the 
effect that large columns of Boers were 
Monday morning advancing from the 
north and west, obliging Gen. Yule to 
fall back from Dundee and concen- 
trate at Glencoe Junction. 
' This operation appeared so vital that 
it was necessary to leave the wounded 
at Dundee. 


Gen. Yule's chances of reinforcement 


at present are exceedingly poor, and 
he is already outnumbered. 


Gen. White is still at Ladysmith, 


and is looking for reinforcement from 
Pietermaritzburg for himself, while, to 
make matters worse, a large 
Boer 


force is reported at Waschbank, about 
half way between Dundee and Elauds- 
laagte, and near enough to greatly 
strengthen Gen. Joubert in case he 
needs it: It is possible, of course, that 
Gen. Y.ule has retired from Dundee as 


• a strategic move in order to secure a 


better postion, and it may be that only 
a part of the British force is at Dun- 
dee while others have' been sent to 
other points to assault the Boer flanks 
and draw 
Joubert's ' attention away 


from Glencoe. 


Again, the fact that a veto has just 


been put upon press messages from 
the front may account for the lack of 
definite news of 
Gen. Yule's move- 


ments and the results of Joubert's sec- 
ond and supposedly less vigorous as- 
sault upon Glencoe. 


Still, the war department is appar- 


ently but little better oft than the 
newspapers, and it is the cause of real 
anxiety. 


Gen. Yule, who assumes Gen. Sy- 


inon's place, commanded the First bat- 
talion 
of the 
Devonshire regiment 


throughout the Tirah campaign and 
•was one of the officers selected for 
brevet at its conclusion. He also served 
in the Afghan campaign and .in the 
jungles of Burmah. 
He is a noted 


strategist and much is expected of him 
In the present emergency. 


Late news from 
Lady-smith says: 


. "An Englishman named Riley 
says 


. that when he .was leaving Dundee canip 
on Saturday night the 
Boer's were 


shelling the camp and 
town 
with 


heavy guns, and that the British guns 
were unable to make effective return 
for the reason that they 
could not 


reach the Boer batteries. 
This is the 


reason why Gen. Yule shifted his'ca-mp 
a mile away so as to be out of reach ot 
the Boer guns, which ware directing 
their fire against his magazine." 


Kimberley is still panic-stricken, and 


continues through Rhodes to call for 
help, but how it is to be secured is at 
present a puzzle for the war depart- 
ment.

These may go to Kimberley, but it is 
unlikely, in view, of Yule's predicamen 
at Glencoe.

stain from 
demonstrations, 
as, . al- 


though they are our enemies, they are 
hrave men, and we can afford to be 
generous." 


Dalziel's agency's dispatch to the ef-

spoonful of salt and three (3) tablespoonfuls \ of sugar. 
When.salt and sugar are thoroughly dissolved, stir in well 
sifted flour with a wooden spoon until a dough is formed 
sufficiently stiff to be turned from the mixing bowl to the 
moulding board in a mass. • '(The quantity of nour used 
to'above wetting should be about three (3) quarts, to this 
flour may be added, with excellent results, about two (2) 
tablespoonfuls lard, if shortening is desired.)
